January  26,  to  re- 
treat In  great  haste,  leaving  behind 
them  annnunlllon  and  other  war  ma- 
terial. In  the  vicinity  of  Tsekhanic 
end  Dolkhany  we  captured,  on  January 
27,  an  carlhsvork  oi  th«  enemy,  and  we 
fnirroun<lod  a  second  position  close  to 
th(.  first  one.  During  these  operations 
we  took  a  number  of  prisoners,  officers 
and  men.  The  exact  number  has  not 
yet  hfon  determined.

There  was  in  these  figures  a  com- 
plete answer  to  much  of  the  critioism 
which  had  been  levelled  against  the 
Gi-vernment.  for  in  the  year  1906  the 
best  lands  wer^  available  for  selection, 
with  no  reserve,  at  a  price  of  practi- 
cuUy  II  per  acre.

"During  the  night  of  January  28  Dun-

"Between  11  o'clock,  the  night  of  Jan- 
uary 28  and  2  o'clock  of  the  morning  of 
January  29  two  of  our  aviators  launched 
numerous  bombs  on  the  enemy's  works 
in  the  region  of  Fere,  Laon  and  Sols- 
sons.  On\.llW.>l»ornlng  of  the  29th  a 
German  at:^s^ip  was  brought  down  north 
of  GerbervUler.  Its  pilot  and  mechan- 
ician, a  German  officer  and  fiub-offic-er, 
were  made  prisoners." 

In  the  afternoon  the  following  state- 
ment was  issued: 

"The  day  of  January  23  saw  nothing 
more  than  local  engagements,  which 
I'CBUlted  favorably  to  us.  In  Belgium, 
in  the  vicinity  of  Nleuport,  our  Infantry 
secured  it  footing  on  Grande  Dune,  a 
locality  which  was  mentioned  In  the 
communication  of  January  17.  A  Ger- 
man aeroplane  was  brought  down  by 
our   fire, 

"In  the  sectors  of  Ypres,  Lens  and 
Arras  there  were  yesterday  artillery 
engagoraonts  which  at  times  became 
fairly  violent.  Several  Infantry  at- 
tacks wero  undertaken,  hut  at  once 
driven  buclt  by  our  fire.  In  the  s^ectors 
of  Soissons,  Craonno  and  Rheims  there 
Is  nothing  to  report.  Between  Rhelma 
and  the  Argtmuc  yeBtot:day  saw  artil- 
lery engagements,  but  not  of  great  in- 
tenRlty, 

"It  has  been  confirmed  that  the  Gm- 
nuin  attack  repulsed  by  us  the  night  of 
January  27-2S  at  Fontaine  Madame  cost 
tho  Germans  dearly. 

"On  the  heights  of  the  Meuse  and  in 
the  Woevre  yesterday  it  was  quiet.  In 
the  Vosges  there  w-ere  artillery  en- 
gagements, our  cannon  at  several 
points  silencing  the  fire  of  German 
batteries  and  machine  gun  detach- 
ments. 

"We  have  everywhere  consolidated 
the  position  occupied  by  us  January 
27." 

BERLIN,  Jan  20.— The  official  state- 
ment issued  by  the  German  general 
army  headquarters  says:  "In  the  West- 
ern theatre — During  a  night  expedition 
made  by  one  of  our  squadrons  of  aero- 
planes, the  British  provision  establish- 
ments of  the  fortress  of  Dunkirk  were 
attacked.

Being  a 
member  of  Lord  Strathoona's  Horse,  he 
Joined  the  Royal  Garrison  Artillery  as  a 
dispatch  rider.  He  is  now  lying  wounded 
In  a  Boulogne  hospital,  one  of  the  heroes 
of    the    war.

The  Dutch  Province  of  Llmhurc  hanB.<i 
down  Into  Belgium  like  n  tall.  In  tlie 
event  of  a  gri'>flt  German  retreat,  tho 
poBBlblllty  exists  that  a  largo  portion 
of  Ihe  rinrmnn  army  will  not  be  able  to 
reach  the  Fatherland  except  by  violating 
Dutch   territory. 

"This  certainly  will  ho  fiie  cAse  if 
tho  French  succeed  In  breaking  through 
th.»  German  lines.

"The  Dutch  Government,  however,  do

"The  RneslauH  are  steadily  closing  In 
cm  InsterbUrg  (East  Prussia)  from  the 
north,  east  and  southnast.  TUslt  Is 
virtually  surrounded,  and  the  Russians 
there  are  in-  a  position  .to  threaten  {he 
left  wing  of. the  Germans  defending  the 
line   of   Pillkalleu-Lasdehnen. 

"In  tho  Carpathians  matters  ard'gb- 
Ing  entirely  In  favor  of'  tho  Russians.

"Conditions  in  the  Carpathians  are 
such  that  both  sides  are  entrenching 
themselves  in  enow,  as  It  la  Impossible 
to  dig  Into   tho  earth."

Mr.  H.  E,  Forster,  of  Golden,

Contlnninc  the  debate  on  the  nddre.xs 
In  reply  to  the  speeeh  from  the  throne 
In  the  Leglslaturo  yesterday  afternoon, 
Mr.  H.  K.  Foster  (Columbia),  Inde- 
pendent ronservatlve.  spent  some  „tlme 
In  a  critical  examination  of  the  posi- 
tion of  the  eouiitiy  at  the  present  time 
and    the  record   of   tho  admlnlHtratlon.

During  the  prosperous  yearn,  when 
almost  everyone  was  bitten  by  the  fever 
of  speculation  In  one  form  or  another 
and  extravaganee  became  general,  the

temptation,  and  In  some  directions  In- 
diilger]  In  speculation  itself.  lie  (|ues- 
tloned  the  wisdom  of  ihc  railway  guar- 
antees, and  deplored  the  existence  of  a 
political  machine.

Tho  principle 
of  employing  farmers  on  road  work  was 
bad,  as  they  had  neglected  their  farms. 
This  policy  had  not  only  rrsulted  In  the 
general  public  getting  small  value  for 
the  money  expended  on  public  work."", 
but  It  had  left  the  settler  In  a  worse 
condltJoii  than  he  would  have  been  If 
he  had  not  had  the  beni'fli  nf  flil.t  em- 
ployment. 

In  bis  opinion,  th"  agilciillural  inm- 
mimity  needed  asslKtau'^e  of  ."onu^  .sort 
and  needed  U  uulckly,  and  the  bill  that 
was  to  be  brought  down  to  the  House 
this  session  should  provide  for  It.  He 
regretted,  however,  that  It  was  not  to 
be  made  law  this  .year.  The  lumber  In- 
dustry was  crippled  owing  to  vai%iu.«' 
causes.  There  was  only  a  small  d»^- 
mand  for  lumber,  and  many  sawmills 
were  Idle.  There  was  no  rovcnvio  com- 
ing In  to  the  operators.  In  spite  of 
these  conditions,  tho  lumberman  was 
obliged  to  pay  his  due  for  timber 
licenses,  differing  In  this  respect  from 
the  fortunate  position  of  the  land 
speculator.  The  Government  should 
grant  the  lumberman  some  sort  of  relief 
for  a  year  or  two.  The  mining  laws  of 
the   Province  should    be   overhauled. 

He  referred  to  the  matter  of  the  col- 
'ap.<e  Of  the  T.>omlnlf.'n  Trust  Company. 
The  present  laws  seemed  Inefficient  to 
cope  with  the  situation,  and  a  remedy 
should  be  applied  without  delay.  He 
had  a  word  of  praise  for  the  work  of 
the  Royal  Commission  on  Agrk  dture, 
but  the  Indtun  Commission  w^  proving 
far  too  co.-^tly.  and  their  me.mbera  should 
be  notified  that  their  .tatarlcs  should 
cease  alter  a  certain  date.

One  of  the  greatest  arguments  that 
could  be  laid  before  the  Conn.-n  jn  favor 
of  the  object  of  the  delt  >.  vaa  the 

fact  that  the  British  Colmunui  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  was  approaching  the 
Provincial  Government  asking  them  to 
adopt    the  association's   plan. 

Ho  pointed  out  that  money  could  not 
be  obtained  without  manufactures  nnd 
that  it  was  absolutely  necesRa;  ,  1  1 
carry  on  the  publicity  work  it  in- 
dustries were  to  be  brought  to  the 
city.  He  cited  instances  where  In 
former  years  11,000.000  to  $1,500,000 
had  been  left  In  the  city  as  a  result  of 
heavy  tourist  travel.  Without  ail- 
vertlslng,  thousands. of  dollars  were-b>'- 
Ing  allowed  to  pass  through  Victoria 
without  doing  any  good  to  the  city. 
In  order  that  some  of  this  money  may

Mr.  CuthiirMt  yiHted  Una  in-  h.T^  pent 
booklets  describing  VUlorla  to  various 
organizations  throughout  the  continent 
which  were  likely  to  hold  conventions  on 
the  Coast,  with  a  view  to  having  ther.i 
pass  throtigh  this  point. 

M;in  of  the  people  to  whom  he  sent 
The  diculars  had  replied,  and  h-'d  al.so 
sent  the  names  and  addresses  of  other 
people  of  their  acqualnance,  or  belong- 
ing to  the  same  organization,  to  .whom 
circulars  had  also  been  sent.  While 
In  the  Kast,  the  Commissioner  stated, 
he  had  Interviewed  eight  of  the  most 
Influential  railway  men  on  the  con- 
tinent, and  they  had  expressed  their 
wlllingneHR  to  co-operate  with  the  as- 
sociation's plan  and  bring  as  much 
tourist  triivel  lo  the  CoasI  ...  ll;.\v 
could.

Mr.  Stephen  .Tones,  representing  fl)» 
hotel  keepers,  then  spoKe.  He  pointed 
out  the  distinct  advantages  that  Vic- 
toria, enjoyed  throtigh  her  matchless 
(llmale,  and  that  II  was  one  of  the 
most  valuable  assets  that  the  city  pos- 
sessed. If  It  was  realised  what  a 
climate  Victoria  had  a  great  many  tour- 
ists would  be  Induced  lo  come  here,  and 
In  order  to  accomplish  this,  publicity 
would  have   to  tte  emplo.ved.

iif  the  occupying  army,  (ho  consump- 
tion of  the  popnlation  and  the  cessation 
of  Imports  ha«  produced  a  virtual  ex- 
h.aijstion  of  cereal  food.stuffs.  There 
Is  a  certain  quantity  of  frcBli  meat 
and  vegcta.b!es  still  in  tlie  country  ral- 
cnlated  to  last  for  another  90  .iays  (the 
report'.*!  date  is  not  given).  Investiga- 
tion made  by  the  commission  shows 
clearly  tliat  the  absolute  minimum  im- 
ports on  which  the  population  can  «ub- 
.si«t.  supplemented  by  the  food  In  the 
country.  Is  80,000  Ions  of  cercAls  per 
month,  In  addition  to  this,  salt  and 
other  condiments  are  necessary.  This 
piovidoB  less  than  one-third  of  a  sol- 
dier'.s  ration  for  each  individual.  The 
purchase  of  this  quantity  of  foodstuff 
involves  a  monthly  outlay  of  about  one 
million  pound.i,  .«ea  and  land  trans- 
portation costs  an  additional  £225,000 
per  month,  maJclng  a  total  expenditure 
of   £1,225.000.

"Mr.  Furze  delighted  to  tell  talcs  of 
his  experiences  in  the  early  days.  He 
was  a  keen  sportsman  as  a  young  man 
and  took  great  plea8Ui.e  in  recounting 
bis  experiences  in  hunting  game  on  tho 
Island.  One  of  his  favorite  stories  con- 
cerned a  landing  party  from  the  For- 
ward which  went  In  search  .of  water 
on  the  West  Coast.  Bears  were  then 
quite  common  and  Mr.  Furze  was  at- 
tiiCked.  He  used  to  glory  to  tell  of  his 
fight  ■with  that  bear.  The  encounter 
ended  by  his  killing  it  with  an  oxo. 

"He  also  loved  to  loll  of  his  adven- 
tures in  the  navy.

Veitch  recalls  him  over  45  years  ago 
and  there  aro  indications  that  he  had 
spent  several  year:-  around  ISsqulmalt 
and  Craigflower  t>eforo  that.  He  came 
to  .Saanlchton  about  ■IS  or  <3  years

Jt  Is,  of  course,  possible 
tJiat  the  wisest  and  best  of  people  may 
nake  a  mistake.  For  such  an  out- 
lageous  and  transparent  fhaud  as  that 
vhich  came  under  the  notice  of  the  To- 
ronto magistrate,  there  can  he  no  ex- 
cu.».e.  The  caso  has  been  appealed,  but 
it  Is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Judgment  of 
ih«  court  will   ho  su.siained.

The  following  particulars  are  to  hand 
(•oncernlng  the  rout  by  the  Vlousehold 
Cavalry  of  Ae  Prusgiau  Guard  some 
days   ago. 

The  men,  thoug-lt  cavalry,  were  served 
with  bayonets  and  placed  in  the  tron- 
•chcH,  For  week  after  week  they  remain- 
ed then-,  Jlring  and  being  fired  on,  .luf- 
fering  hoa\'y  losses,  their  position  being 
midway  between  BrlilRh  and  Oorman 
artillery  fire.  With  them  were  the  lrl.«h 
Guards,  tho  Ijondon  .Scottish,  and  other 
regiments,  when  the  glorious  venture  of 
the    •\^-e<'k-ond    occurred. 

■■J'ht.'  tJfe  Guards  observed  that  the 
Irish  Ciiiards,  wlio  were  In  front  of 
them,  were  retiring.  They  prepared  to 
velnfoTce.  but  the  order  came  to  advance, 
then  to  charge  with  fixed  bayonets 
through  tho  Intervals  of  the  Irish.  Like 
a  tornado  the  crack  cavalrj'  regiment 
surged  on  to  take  first  one  trench  then 
another,  and  yet  another.  Tlielr  suc- 
ces.s  was  magnlflcont,  but  terrible  was 
the  number  of  tlie  fallen.

Vei-y  few  peoplo  aro  allowed  to  go  to 
Heligoland,  and  when  I  heard  that  no 
foreigner  had  gained  admittance  to  that 
Itoly  of  Holies  since  tho  end  of  July,  in 
order  not  to  arouse  suspicion,  1  decided 
to  make  a  risky  attempt  of  any  kind. 
However,  a  better  opportunity  for  goln.g 
to  Heligoland  than  I  could  havo  hoped 
for  wus  awaiting  m.e,.:  For  several  rea- 
sons which  will  be  easy  to  understand, 
I  shall  not  give  exact  details  of  the 
means  by  which  I  succeeded  in  getting  to 
the  island.  It  is  suDlcient  to  «?ay  that  I 
got  there  In  a  perfectly  honest  and  fair 
way  through  a.  gentleman  whom  I  entcr- 
talni>d  In  a.  distant  country  two  j'ear.s 
ago,  and  who  knows  the  Bight  of  Heli- 
goland and  the  Island  extremely  well. 

When  we  left  the  little  coast  place  In 
Heligoland'  Bight  in  the  afternoon.  It 
was  already  gcttlns:  dark,  and  twenty 
minutes  afterwards  tho  very  miserable 
lights  of  the  coa«t  were  no  longer  visi- 
ble, and  one  could  only  see  tho  lantern 
111  front  of  our  little  steam  launch,  it 
was  a  pretty  dangerous  game  to  hurry 
along  at  full  speed  in  these  waters.  It 
was  .so  dark  tnat  we  could  hardly  see  a 
yard  ahead.  Suddenly  we  heard  the  nolsei 
of  another  boat  »o  near  ns  that  t  thought 
we  were  bound  to  crash  Into  It  the  next 
instant,  but  just  a.s  suddenly  It  wcni 
past  UP.  It  waa  a  torpedo  boat  recon- 
noitring In  the  Bight.  My  companion 
told  me  to  look  in  a  certain  direction, 
and  after  iito  or  three  minutes  a  light 
appeared. 

Torpedo  boats  w.-re  reconnoitering  In 
the  Bight,  and  signalled  to  each  other 
every  seven  minutes.  The  necessity  of 
such  signals  was  demonstrated  by  an 
accident  which  occurred  in  the  middle 
of  October,  when  reconnoitering-  f?hlp3 
hurried  along  with  all  lights  out.  Two 
of  the  fast-going  tjerman  torpedo  boats 
collided  in  the  Bight.  Both  were  badly 
damaged,  and  one  of  them  was  In  a 
sinking  condition  on  reaching  W^llhelms- 
haven.  T  had  .hoard  of  this  in  Lubeck. 
but  It  was  all  very  much  brought  home 
to  mo  as  we  went  on  In  the  pitchy 
darkness  of  Heligoland   wat»>rs. 

On  arriving  at  Helgoland  I  had  no 
difficulties  whatsoever,  iliaiika  to  my 
eompanlrin.  X  could  do  nothing  and  see 
nothing  of  interest  till  next  day,  as  T 
had  to  stay  indoors.  Tn  the  morning  T 
heard  a,  heavy  cannonade.  Tho  gunners 
wei-o  practicing  and  trying  ne-w  big 
guns.  I  was  not  allowed  to  go  nny- 
-where  near  them.  The  appearance  of 
the  liltlo  Island  has  been  entirely 
changed  since  the  outbreak  of  war. 
Instead  of  the  beautiful  little  bathing 
place  of  olden  days,  one  finds  a  huge 
fortress  tremendously  fortified.  Ever.y 
Inhabitant  had  to  leave  the  island  1ti 
order  to  lighten  the  weik  of  the  gar- 
rison. 

Ill  the  streets  one  see«  nothing  but 
sailors  and  naval  ofltlcers.  They  are 
all  busy  from  early  morning  till  late 
at  night  improving  the  fortifications. 
A.  few  skilled  workmen  and  engineers 
are  the  only  civilians  to  he  seen,  and 
they  take  ;i  part  In  the  defpni'o  works. 
Five  nvirses  are  the  only  women  on  tho 
Island.  The  Inhabitants,  who  are  be- 
ing housed  and  provided  for  in  Altona, 
had  to  leave  Heligoland  at  a  moment'.s 
:iotlre    after    I  lie    declaration    of    war. 

The  part  of  the  Island  which  Is  most 
altered  is  the  Oberland,  Many  houses 
have  been  destroyed,  many  trees  torn 
down,  to  clear  a  way  for  the  gun*,  and 
there  is  everywhere  an  uninterrupted 
\-iew  Of  the  sea. 

I'espKc  the  change  of  scenery  the 
spirit  of  the  garrison  Is  good,  and  or- 
•chestras  are  playlns:  every  afternoon. 
I  heard  Oerman  sailors  praise  the  hu- 
mane and  noble  behavior  of  English 
bluejackets,  who.  without  fears  for 
their  own  lives,  try  In  battle  to  .save 
■e»jem|ps  as  well  fls   friends   In   dlstreso. 

Between  six  and  seven  In  the  even- 
ing the  hard  and  dimcult  night  service 
commences,  careful  watching  of  the 
sea.  They  watch  and  wait  night  after 
night,  hour  after  hour.  In  order  not  to 
be    surprised    by   the- powerful    enemy.

City's  Engineer  Testifies  How 
He  Estimated  Quantities  of 
Work  on  Sooke  System  for 
Information    of    Tenderers. 


Tliai  In-  formed  his  estimate  of  tho 
quantities  of  the  various  claases  0£ 
worli  to  be  done  by  the  contractors  on 
the  flow  line  of  the  Sook-  Lake  water 
worka  system  by  takinif  a  stretch  of 
■J. 250  feet  at  one  ivoint.  and,  after  maklnK 
a  personal  examination  on  tho  ground 
and  estimating  lh(!  percuntage  of  the 
various  classes  of  work  on  that  sec- 
tion, adopted  these  percentages  as  ap- 
plicable to  the  whole  route,  was  the  cvl- 
denco  Klven  by  Mr.  Kdward  E.  Carpen- 
ter, tlic  first  resident  engineer  for  the 
•  Mty  on  tlie  Sooke  project,  at  yesterday's 
hearing  of  the  action  of  the  Westholme 
Tvumber  Company  against  the  City.  Mr. 
Carpenter  was  closely  cross-exatnined 
by  Mr.  Taylor,  counsel  fOi*  tho  plaintiff 
company,  as  to  the  data  upon  which  he 
Imsed  his  calculations  for  the  2,260- 
foot  section,  and  his  cross-examination 
was  proceedinff  when  the  court  ad- 
journed. 

At  the  morninc  seBsioh  Mr.  RUohle» 
counsel  for  the  City,  continued  bta  AK- 
amlnatlon  ot  Mr.  Carp«nter,  -  who  S*ve 
technical  evidence  aa  to  the  method  he 
adopted  In  preparing  the  projected  line 
on  the  roap  from  the  t\p:lA  notes  sup- 
plied by  the  survey  parties  who  ran -the 
preliminary  lines.  He  had  made  s  per- 
sonal exatnmtitioh  on  the  ground  of  a 
section  Z,ii6  f«9t  in  lenirtb,  and  Hi  esti- 
mated that  on  this  seetlon  the  work  to 
be  undertaken  by  the  suc<iessful  bidder 
would  bf  approximately  as  follows: 
-Tifttich  cut,  ftp  pw  BtBt;  tnofOBgni  cut, 
no  per  cent,  and  fill.  10  iHn*  cent.  He 
deducted  about  8,000  feet  on  the  whole 
line  for  trestles.  He  had  to  do  with 
the  preparation  of  the  specif Icatlons, 
ana  was  responsible  itor  the  table  show* 
iuB  the  rate  of  progress  required,  and 
he  had  checked  over  the  estimated  and 
prepared  the  statement  of  fiuantltles. 
Mr.  Meredith  had  originated  the  specifi- 
cations, but  witness  had  gone  over  them 
afterwards  and  made  .such  changes  as 
he  thought  were  necessary. 

To  a  question  from  the  court  Ur»1lQaJ^> 
renter  stated  that  at  that  time  his  un- 
derstanding was  that  the  work  was  not 
to  cost  more  than  |l, 500, 000  or  the 
electors  would  not  approve  of  IL  To 
the  best  of  his  recollection,  he  had  had 
that  fact  In   mind. 

Amount    WM,  ^iplted 

Witness  explalned-illiRR^Ii^er  having 
figured  on  a  wood-sti\)'«'  pipe,  he  had 
laid  down  in  the  specification  drawings 
a  concrete  pipe  line.  He  stated  that 
the  preliminary  surveys  Indicated  that 
it  Would  be  possible  to  have  only  a 
wood-stavf)  line  on  account  of  the  limit- 
ed amount  of  money  available,  but,  from 
conclusions  drawn  after  the  bidders 
commenced  coniinK  for  information  end 
from  prices  they  mentioned,  it  was  be- 
lieved concrete  pipe  could  be  secured  as 
olieaply  as  wood-stave,  tho  former  being 
more  satisfactory  for  the  purpose.  The 
grade  first  determined  upon  was  one 
and  one-tenth  in  the  1.000  feet,  but  later 
it  was  changed  to  one  in  the  1.000  to 
obviate  some  heavy  thorough  cut  at 
Humpback  Reservoir.  Tho  fall  was 
about  five  feet  to  the  mile,  and  If  the 
line  had  been  shortened  by  a  mile  tho 
elevation  at  the  end  would  have  been 
five  feet  higher  than  if  It  had  been 
continued, 

Witness  gave  It  as  his  opinion  that 
the  mothod  by  which  Messrs.  Flndley 
and  Cotterlll,  witnesses  for  the  com- 
pany, had  compiled  their  estimates  from 
the  original  profile,  would  not  give  even 
an  approximate  amount  for  excavation 
•  luantltlsfi.  A  number  of  tenderers  had 
iipplied  at  tlje  office  of  the  engineers 
for  inforniatlon,  and  tho  engineers  gave 
It  to  Ihoni,  and  even  sent  several  men 
witli  them  to  takn  them  over  the  line. 
Mo  recollected  seeing  Mr.  Cameron  In 
the  office  at  least  once,  and  believed  he 
got  a"'plan,  but  wliat  it  was  he  could 
not  say. 

Heferrlng  tn  ih--  report  of  April, 
i:tl2.  In  Whieli  the  rate  of  progress 
made  by  the  company  to  that  time  was 
adversely  criticized,  witness  stated  ho 
had  collaborated  with  Mr.  Meredith  and 
Mr.  Hariwell  in  the  preparation  of  the 
report.  He  had  tabulated  the  figures 
of  (luantliipB  based  on  Information  re- 
<;eived  from  tile  field  enslncers  who  Jiad 
had  direct  charge  of  ihp  sections  of  tho 
work.  Thl.s  work  took  about  three  days, 
and  he  had  made  a  trip  to  Humpback  to 
chock  up  some  Items'  referred  to  in  tho 
report.  TTp  to  that  time,  outside  of  a 
letter  dated  March  I  from  the  com- 
l.i«ny,  ho  had  heard  of  no  complaint  In 
regard  to  the  contraclorH  having  been 
<lelayed  by  the  engineers  or  by  any- 
thing for  which  the  City  was  respon- 
f-ilde.  That  letter  had  j^olnted  out  there 
liad  been  som(>  delay  In  arranging  Iho 
work  and  that  st.iklng  wa.«i  not  progress- 
ing. Mr.  Meredith  liad  nsked  for  a 
weekly  report  as  to  th«  men  employed 
liy  the  company  and  the  progress  made, 
II nd  this  was  promised  by  the  company, 
tint    had    evidently  been   overlooked. 

Mr.  Hltchle  read  a  letter  dated  March 
:<  from  Mr.  Meredllli  to  the  company.  In 
which  (he  former  took  strong  objection 
ti>  the  company's  statements  in  Its  com- 
miinleatlon  of  March  1,  that  staking 
was  being  diiayed.  and  asserted  that  tho 
trouble  was  due  to  the  company's  fail- 
ure to  Weep  the  engineers  advised  as  to 
the  company's  Intentions,  and  pointing 
i>ui  that  the  engineers  hod  had  a.  man 
on  the  ground  several  days  awaiting  the 
convenience  of  the  company. 
rrofffess  Was  ■\ow 
Witness  testified  that  up  lo  April, 
1912,  the  work  of  the  company  was 
marked  by  apjKirent  slowness  In  getting 
started;  that  the  contractors  .ipparent- 
li'  did  not  grasp  the  scope  of  the  woric 
or  appreciate  the  rntfi  hi  which  |i  would 
have  to  be  carried  on  In  onler  lo  com- 
plete It  within  the  timo  limit.  The 
jlocallng  esmpH  wehe  started  |n  a  des- 
Wtory  way.  The  engineers  ha<I  not 
heard  much  from  tho  company,  were 
not  Informed  of  Its  plans  or  jfoneral 
|nfethods  and  meuns  of  attacking  the 
K'ork. 

Mr.  Ritchie  submitted  a  number  of  let- 
ters which  passed  between  tho  en- 
tlneers  and  company.  One,  (.latnd  Teh- 
nary  5,  lfl12,  called  the  attention  of  tho 
oinpany  to  th««  fact  that  the  erection 
f  the  workhouse  and  bimkiiouso  at 
tumpback  within  Jh«t  flooded  area  had 
em  proc»«ded  with  before  notlftoatlon 
liereof  had  l)een  «1v«n  to  ihe  sn- 
jneers;  that  tha  sanitary  arrango- 
ents  wer(>  an  lmt>ortant  fp«ture.  and 
et  th*i  engineers  regrrtted  that  th«« 
mpany  had  not  Informed  them,  In- 
[I  ol  thvir  r«celv|nK  the  first  infor- 
iwii  of  Uie  iM»tf«ii  from  lnt«re«|«<i

property  owners.  On  March  12  Mr. 
Meredith  wrote,  sending  the  company  a 
profile  of  the  flow  line  for  cross- 
sections,  and  iccjuesting  it  to  state  us 
soon  as  possible  when  It  would  require 
crusB-Beoilon  stakes.  On  March  .'10  Mr. 
Meredith  had  written  renuestlng  that, 
for  the  protection  of  the  comiMiny  as 
wull  as  of  the  City,  no  suh-eontract  for 
clearing  on  the  flow  line  should  be  let 
beforo  having  an  engineer  go  over  the 
line,  and  that  he  would  be  pleased  to 
delegate  someone  from  ills  office  for 
that   work. 

Witness  tostltied  that  tlie  engineers 
had  been  prepared  to  furnish  Informa- 
tion to  the  company  with  reference  to 
clearing  and  eaith  work  so  fur  as  the  en- 
gineers' work  liaj  progressed,  and  he 
had  put  Inspectors  on  the  line  wlien  the 
".ompaiiy  showt^d  a  disposition  to  go 
ahead.  Oni-  inspector's  particular  work 
was  to  walvh  tho  contractor's  work  and 
guide  him  in  regard  to  locating  stakes 
un-d  lines   for  clearing. 

Pay-rolls  of  the  I'ompuiiy  for  the 
months  of  March  and  April  were  put  in 
by  Mr.  Ritchie  and  witness  questioned 
In  regard  to  the  engineers'  progress  re- 
port Issued  in  April,  J!)12,  in  which  tlie 
contractor's  work  was  criticized.  Wit- 
ness stated  that  that  report  was  a  full 
and  accurate  expression  of  opinion  of 
conditions  as  they  existed  at  that ''time. 
All  tho  data  upon  which  the  report  was 
prepared  was- submitted  to  Mr.  Meredith 
before  the  report  was  drafted.  He  could 
not  see  how  any  hardship  had  been  im» 
posed  upon  the  contiractor  because  of  the 
doing  away  with  fills  and  the  widening 
of  the  bench,  as,  in  view  of  the  price 
and  conditions  of  excavating  worlt,  it 
appeared  to  him  the  oontraotor  should 
have  been  able  to  do  the  work  more 
cheaply. 

As  to  the  greater  ilmouat  of  eaoftva- 
tloa  shown  on  the  profile  of  M*re1i  13 
compared  with  that  ehown  on  the  con-^ 
tract  profile,  witness  stated  the-  line 
had  been  made  to  conform  more  closely 
with  the  contour  than  as  orifioally  ptdh 
jected.

Cross-examined  by  Ur.  Taylor,  witness 
t^tiflfttl.   In   reaipnnee   to  a  .eaggestioa 


that  there  wes,  theft,  ne  reason  why  the 
contractor  dhottld  net  have  gone  ahead 
and  constructed  the  wortc  according  to 
thfl  contract  drawings,  that  there  might 
have  been  parts  of  the  work  which- 
could  not  have  been  so  undertaken,  but 
a  •VTery  great  percentage  could  ha\-e  been 
proceeded  with.  Tha  plana  were  not 
complete  as  to  dete.lls,  but  there  w&e  no 
furtiler  drftWlA|r«  required  for  the  clear- 
ing work.

Witness  believed  the  specifications 
showed  how  far  above  the  surface  of 
Sooke  Lake  the  clearing  had  to  be  done, 
and  the  surface  of  the  lake  was  there  as 
a  guide.  At  the  time  the  contract  was 
signed  the  company  would  not  have  heen 
able  to  tell  where  to  clear,  but  later  the 
engineers  put  a  man  on  the  ground  to 
direct  the  contractor.  He  could  not  re- 
call  whether  the  line«{  for  the  clearing 
around  the  lake  were  run  at  the  time 
thtj  contract  was  let.  ,     v;-;.. 

Mr.  Taylor:  But  you  were  tlie  nMiin, 
you  told  us,  who  had  given  such  close 
attention  to  the  preliminary  ijjrork.  AS  a 
matter  of  fact,  do  you  know  anything  at 
all  about  it? 

Witness,  after  examining  the  plan  eub- 
mlttod  by  Mr.  Taylor,  stated  he  could 
not  see  any  bearings  marked  thereon 
which  would  show  the  limits  o^  the 
clearing  work. 

Mr.  Taylor:  Did  you  not  send  parties 
into  the  field  to  survey  the  area  to  bo 
cleared  after  the  contract  had  been 
signed? 

Witness  admitted  the  boundarloi?  of 
the  area  to  be  cleared  had  been  In- 
dicated by  the  engineers  after  the  sign- 
ing of  tho  contract. 

Referring  to  the  action  of  ftje  en- 
gineers  in  regard  to  ordcr.s  Issued  to  the 
company  with  respect  to  the  work  house 
at  Humpback  and  Mr.  Meredith's  let- 
ters calling  upon  thfi  company  to  keep 
tho  engineers  advised  as  to  work,  etc., 
Mr.  Taylor  inquired  if  the  tmglneers  had 
placed  any  restraint  upon  (he  contractor, 
end  by  what  right  they  assumed  to 
direct  or  control  the  contractor  as  to 
the  method  of  doing  the  work. 

Semes  mesttlotlons 

Witness  did  not  believe  the  engineers 
had  any  such  right,  nor  could  he  recall 
any  Instance  where  they  had  attempted 
to  control  or  dlrwct  the  contractor. 

Mr  Taylor:  Could  the  contractor  pro- 
ree<l  to  clear  the  (low  line  ImmetllateTy 
the  contract  was  signed? 

Witness:  As  soon  as  the  stkkcs  were 
given. 

Mr.  Taylor:  Then  the  company  could 
not  go  straight  ahoad  as  soon  as  the 
contract  was  slgn*d.  What  steps  did 
you  take  to  ascertain  deflnltcly  what 
land  would  be  required,  and  was  any 
effort  made  to  earmark  the  land  required 
for  the  contract? 

Witness  could  not  say,  but  he  believed 
there  were  certain  cases  where  the  land 
was  not  secured. 

.Mr.  Taylor:  You  tell  me  you  did  not 
have  tho  lines  on  which  the  contractor 
eould  proceed  to  construct  the  flow  ;in<-( 
ami  you  did  not  liavo  the  area  dellnljited 
for  clearing  operations  or  the  Hump- 
back reservoir  area  surveyeil  or  staked. 
What    could    the   contraetor   do? 

Witness:  He  could  have  gone  ahead 
at  Sooke  and  would  not  have  been  tak- 
ing any  chance.  We  might  not  have 
been  ready  for  him  at  the  very  minute 
the  eon  tract  was  signed,  but  there  was 
a  large  quantity  of  work  beforo  him 
when  ho  moved  on,  and  our  men  on  the 
ground   could    have   guided    him. 

Witness  stated  he  hdd  spent  about 
half  his  time  on  tho  work,  tho  olhor 
half  being  devoted  to  the  Jordan  Ulver 
project,  nn  whlcli  he  was  resident  en- 
gineer. He  appearetl  doubtful  as  to 
whether  ho  had  been  kept  so  busy  at 
.Jordan  RIvor  that,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
ho  had  not  been  out  on  the  Hooke  work 
up   to  the   time   the  contract  wss  signed. 

.Mr.  Taylor,  quoting  from  the  "Infor- 
mation for  tentlerers"  to  the  erfect  that 
tenderers  would  have  opportunity  to  ex- 
amine plans,  specincatlons,  etc..  of  the 
work  lo  hf(  constructed  and  were  ex- 
pected to  do  so,  Inquired  how  that  could 
he  done   when,  as  a   matter  of  fact,   iha 


plans  had  iiot  been  ready  until  after  the 
contract    was   signed. 

Witness  nialniniiieil  t fieri'  wits  enough 
Information  for  the  contractor  to  make 
a  start.  Hu  did  not  Intend  to  Indicate 
that  Ihf  contrHi-lor  could  have  gone 
uheiid  without  the  assistance  of  thu  en- 
gineers. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  rlosely  questioning 
witness  as  to  the  letter's  method  of  esti- 
mating tho  quantities  of  excavation, 
frills,  etc.,  when   tho  court  adjourned. 

Mr.  Taylor:  I  understand  you  to  say 
you  look  i.^itO  feet  on  the  How  line  and 
based  calculations  on  that  as  tu  the 
quantities  of  eXcHVallon.  etc,  and  upon 
your  conclusions  you  based  your  an- 
sumptlons  as  to  the  balance  ot  the  line. 
Vou  t(sll  lis  you  based  your  calculations 
on  reasonable  and  accurale  data.  If  no, 
what  data  did   you   have? 

Witness:      I    had    the    profile. 

Mr.  Taylor;  But  the  profile  was  mere- 
ly u  projected  line  and  only  approximate 
as  to  K»^fitlon.  What  particular  Z,2!j{) 
feet  did  you  take? 

Witness:      .\ny   2,1'50. 

Mr.  Taylor:  Do  you  mean  to  say  any 
2,L'r.O  feet  would  coincide  with  the  2,'i.TO 
feel   you    took? 

Witness  was  commencing  to  explain 
when   the  hour  of  adjournment  arrived.

1.  First,  and  itioBt  imlithMi^^  -^^ 
absolutely  indescribable  .  iliiyii|;eii  of 
modern  artillery  fire,  not  nlstitr  Upon  eu 
men,  antmelsftnd  buildings  within  its 
zone,  but  upon  the  very  face  of  nature 
itself.  Imagine  a  broad  belt,  ten  miles 
or  so  in  width,  stretching  from  the 
Channel  to  the  German  frontier  near 
Bale,  which  Is  positively  littered  wl|h 
the  bodies  of  men  and  scarified  with 
their  rude  griiyeel'ln  *hlch  farms,  vil- 
lages and  cottages  are  shapeless  heaps 
of  blackened  masonry;  In  which  fields, 
roads  and  trees  arc  pitted  and  torn  and 
twisted  by  shells  and  disfigured  by  dead 
horses,  cattle,  sheep  and  goats  scattered 
In  every  aftitude  of  repulsive  distortion 
and  dismemberment  Day  itnd:  night  in 
this  area  are  made  hideous  by  the  in- 
cessant crash  and  whistle  and  roar  of 
every  sort  of  projectile,  by  sinister 
oolumris  of  smoke  and  flame,  by  the 
cries  of  wounded  men,  by  the  piteotis 
calls  of  animals  of  all  sorts;  abandoned, 
star%'ed,  perhaps  wounded.  Along  this 
terrain  of  death  stretch  more  oi^  less 
parallel  to  c-ach  other  lines  and  lines  of 
trenches,  some  200,  some  1,000  yards 
apart,  hardly  visible  except  to  the  aero- 
planes, which  continually  hover  over 
them,  menacing  and  uncanny  harbUkgera 
of  fresh  showers  of  destrttOISOll.  Ih 
these  trenches  crouch  lines  of  imen,  in 
brown  or  grey  or  blue,  coated  with  mud, 
unshaven,  hollow-eyed  with  the  con- 
tinual strain,  unable  to  reply  to  the 
evjsrlastlng  rain  of  shells  hurled  at  them 
from  three,  four,  five  or  more  miles 
away,  and  positively  welcoming  an  In- 
fantry attack  from  one  Bide  or  the  other 
as  a  chance  of  meeting  and  matohlng 
themselves  against  human  assailants 
and  not  against  invisible,  Irreslstlhln 
machines,  the  outcome  of  an  ingenuity 
which  even  you  nnd  I  would  be  In 
agreement  in  considering' unproductive 
from  every  point  of  view.  Behind  th^isp 
trenchos,  r  long  way  behind,  comes  the 
guns  hidden  in  hedgerows  and  copB*c8, 
dug  Into  emplacements,  concealed  In 
every  Imaginable  way  from  the  aero- 
planes, which  give  their  range;  behind 
them  ngalrt  come  the  reserves  and  sup- 
ports and  masses  of  cavalry,  or  at  least 
of  Ihoir  horses,  for  all  the  ICnglish  cav- 
alry are  In  the  trenches:  behhul  them 
again  the  forward  supply  and  ammuni- 
tion depots;  next  the  headquarters,  and 
last  the  hlg  bnse,  In  onr  ease  on  the 
coast.

'2,  N'<  XI  lo  the  destructlveness  of  the 
thing,  what  most  amazes  me  Is  tiic  num- 
ber-of  non-combntants  required  to  trans- 
port, to  supply,  to  connect  genei*ally, 
to  provlcVo  and  equip  the  comparatively 
smajl  fighting  line,  Bvory  road  between 
the  coast  and  the  trenches  hums  with 
motor  transport,  every  base  Is  tho  centre 
of  converging  lines  of  supplies,  every 
trench,  every  regiment,  every  brigade, 
every  division,  every  army  corps  head- 
quarters Is  connected  and  linked  up  wttli 
field  telephones,  motor-blcycllsts  and 
motor-cars.  In  fact,  fur  more  men  In 
uniform  are  seen  behind  than  in  the  ac- 
tual lighting  line,  and  what  Is  satisfac- 
tory Is  that  Ihc  wliole  machine  appears 
to  work  R<lmlrahly.  It  Is  a  very  differ- 
ent problem  lo  tackle  from  the  South 
African  War.  Here  each  battle  Is  a  pro- 
longed bombardment  of  a  serlijs  of  carp, 
fully  prepared  p.isltlons;  main  rnnils  and 
railways  convey  troops  to  and  from 
their  positions;  all  the  appliances  of 
twentieth-century  I'l  vllizatlon  can  bn 
brought  to  work  and  the  result  Is  good. 

It  Is  wonderful  to  see  the  variety  of 
uniforms  and  of  faces,  and  to  henr  the 
babel  of  tongues  at  the  big  oiintres.  In 
or  on  tho  way  to  the  trenches  people 
are  either  too  tired  or  loo  frightened 
to  talk  and  nil  movements  take  place  in 
the  dark.  One  night  last  week,  beauti- 
fully starlight,  I  was  riding  up  the  re- 
versi^  slope  of  a  wooded  lilU  round  which 
W.re  encamped  the  most  extraordinary 
medley  of  troops  you  could  Itnaglne  — 
French  cuirassiers  with  their  shining 
broastplfttes  nnd  linces,  a  detachment 
of  the  London  Scoitlsh,  an  Kngllsh  how- 
itzer hftttery,  a  battalion  of  KIkhs,  a 
squadron  of  African  Hpahls  with  long 
reO.  robes  and  turbflns,  sll  Kitting  round, 
their  camp  I'lres  ehttller)n>f,  singing, 
smoking,  the  vpr.r  apothesls  of  plcture- 
B<iue  and  theatrical  warfare  with  their 
varlet.v  of  uniforms,  saddlery  r-qulpmcnt 
and  arms.  Very  striking  it  was  to  see 
the  remniints  of  an  I'^ngllsh  line  batta- 
lion marching  back  from  the  trenches 
through  these  merry  warriors,  s  limp- 
ing column  of  beanled.  muddy,  lorn  flg- 
uren  sluuchlng  with  fatigue,  with  wool 
caps  Instead  of  helmets,  sombre-looking 
Ih  thsir  khfiki  hut  able  to  stand  the  cold, 
the  strain.  »he  awful  losses,  the  Inevlt- 
abln  Inability  lo  reply  to  the  Hhell  fire 
which  Is  what  other  nations  can't  do. 
It's  ceing  to  be  a  lone,  long  war.

But  victory  In  the 
field*  does  not  netressarily  arise  on  ao> 
count  of  the  possession  of  masses  of 
men  or  money.  It  depends  upon  a  pro- 
per i^olitical  direction  of  tho  war,  upon 
the  timely  arrangement  of  appropriate 
military  measures,  and  upon  the  con- 
certed action  of  all  parts  of  the  Allied 
Forces  in  a  resolute  and  devastating 
offenstvei  We  have  on  the  whole,  espe- 
cially In  the  West,  checlted  the  Ger- 
man ofTensive,  and  are.  subjecting -Ger- 
many to  n  great  atrali;.  But.  to  end 
the  war  on  our  terms  much  muro  Is 
needed,  and  it  will  not  be  until  the  Allies 
penetrate  deeply  Into  Oerman  territory 
tliat  GermaiLs  will  think  of  peace.
